Second Sale Of-Green 
Stamps Again Exceeds 
Estimates Of Experts 


New York, October $—For the 
second time in the series of the 
Col. E. H. R. Green sales, or a 
batting average of .1000, the 
gross prices realized by Laurence 
& Stryker during the past week 
far exceeded the advance esti- 
mates. It was stated last night, 
after the final session, that the 
four days would gross about $25,- 
500. 

The straight-edged copy of the 


24-cent air mail invert, which 
was not so good, so far as condi- 
tion is concerned, as the copy 


sold two weeks earlier by Hugh 
C. Barr, Inc., realized $1,350. The 
Barr copy brought $400 more. 

Prices, according to Robert 
Laurence, were excellent. Mate- 
rial described as “exceptionally 
fine’ brought from just under 
catalogue prices to three times 
catalogue, while other material 
was purchased proportionately. 

Sheet Realized $1,600 

On the other hand, a complete 
sheet of 400 of the 5-cent double 
and single imperforate’ errors 
(482a) brought $1,450 at the Barr 
sale, and on Wednesday realized 
$1,600. 

The Bluish papers brought al- 
most full catalogue price, as did 
the Canadian imperforates. Bid- 
ding was also very heavy on the 
U. S. covers that opened the sale 
and the more modern postage 
issues, 

Private perforations were also 
very much in demand, apparently. 
An ungummed unused horizontal 
pair of the 3 cent, violet, of the 
International 
brought $62.50, while a mint pair 
of the Alaska Yukon’s, coiled 
sideways, brought $125. 

The 4-cent, brown, and 5-cent, 
blue, horizontal guide line blocks 
of four of the Schermack Com- 
pany, unlisted, realized $100 
apiece, and a 5-cent, blue, Lincoln 
pair (No. 315) of the Schermack 
Type 2, went for $110. 

In the governmental coil sec- 
tion a guide line strip of four of 
the 5-cent (No. 317) realized $190 
and a paste-up strip of four of 
the same strip sold for $210.

Illustrations are provided on a 
set of five full page halftone 
plates showing each of the differ- 
ent types of Canada’s Revenue 
issues. 

Anyone who has ever dabbled 
a bit with the revenue stamps of 
Canada well knows that these 
are among the most fascinating 
and interesting stamps of the 
world, The field is a quite exten= 
sive one, the stamps exceedingly 
and interesting, bee 
cause of the wide range of size, 
shape and color. Then too, the 
stamps have been quite plentiful 
in many issues, even the first 
issue being quite modest in price. 
Taken as a whole, it would be 
difficult to select a group of 
stamps that would give one more 
pleasure and interest, with great- 
er possibilities of building an ate 
tractive and fascinating collection 
than one can get from Canada’s 
Revenue stamps. 

Canadian Revenues were first 
issued August 18, 1864. This new 
catalogue makes the startling 
statement that the printer of the 
first issue of these stamps is un. 
known. Certainly a challenge to 
philately to learn this fact and 
doubtless a story that will some 
day be told. 

As an example of what may be 
found in these interesting issues 
it is noted that the first issue con- 
sists of 17 varieties from Ic to 10e, 
20, 30, 40 and 50c also $1, $2 and 
$3.00. The catalogue value placed 
on these stamps runs from 2c for 
the cheaper values to $1.50 for 
the 50c value which is the highest 
priced of the set, the entire set 
listing only $6.45 for the 17 vae 
rieties, 

Then the fun begins, for this set 
is known in four different com- 
pound perforations as well as ime 
perf in all values. 

Interesting plate varieties are 
also well known and add much 
opportunity for finds for the cole 
lector who studies his stamps. 

The second issue of 1865 is no 
less interesting than the first and 
was produced by the American

Readers who stoop to the 
cheaper grade of Detective story 
fiction as exploited by the Pulp 
paper magazines will get an hour 
of interest out of a story in the 
November issue of “Private De- 
tective Stories”, written by E. 
Hoffman Price. 

Too often, in stories about 
stamps appearing in magazines, 
they are ludicrous by the many 
inaccuracies and evident lack of 
knowldege of the subject by the 
author. 

Not so in Queens—Upside 
Down for in this story Mr. Price 
. gives evidence that he either has 
some knowledge of stamps or he 
at least took the trouble to con- 
tact a stamp man and get his 
main facts correct and the story 
Jaid in San Francisco starts off 
with a chance meeting at the ex- 
hibition of the Pacific Philatelic 
Club where a valuable stamp 
was stolen, the stamp being a 
copy of India No. 6 with the 
Queens head upside down, hence 
the title. 

In the efforts of the detective 
to recover the stamp for the per- 
son who claimd to be the right- 
ful owner, a plot to counterfeit 
surcharges on rare stamps is ex- 
posed and in this instance also, 
the author mentions a_ stamp 
that tallies with the facts when 
he refers to Hong Kong No. 31 
with invert surcharge. 

All in all the story is based on 
actual stamps and the author is 
to be congratulated on this fact 
alone. His remarks and mention 
of various philatelic accessories 
gives further eveidence of the 
fact that he knew his_ subject 
which as_ we have remarked, is 
unusual in stories of this na- 
ture.

Dear Mr. Linn: 

Your story of the A. P. S. poe 
litics at Cleveland is interesting 
as I was there and heard what 
was going on. I do not belong to 
the A. P. S., because among oth- 
er reasons I am just Yankee 
enough to want a reasonable re- 
turn on my money and have 
never been convinced the A. P. 
S. could give it to me,—but I feel 
that I have an idea as to part of 
their troubles. 

In any large organization, es- 
pecially national in scope, where 
only a few people on a percen- 
tage baiss ever get to the national 
meeting, political control inevit- 
ably settles in a small group. How 
ever, if every member is given a 
chance to nominate, and vote on 
the slate, then the returns means 
something and the society assumes 
National Stature and complex- 
ion, and local partisan control dis- 
appears. 

Specifically, before every elec- 
tion (usually with the bill for an- 
nual dues) should be sent a busi- 
ness reply card or envelope re- 
questing suggestions for nomina- 
tion from the mebership at large. 
The names suggested must be 
published, and the nominating 
committee uses these as a guide. 
This allows the lone member in 
Podunk to have a say. However, 
if anyone can get a group of 
signatures to a nomination, say 
25, that nomination is binding on 
the committee in addition to any 
other choice they may make. Thus 
there can always be a contest. 
Usually there is no contest for 
president, the vice president or 
senior vice president being auto- 
matically advanced. 

Now we have a slate, and to 
make sure it is voted on very 
member gets a voting blank ac- 
companied by a 3 cent reply en- 
velope, and then’ results’ are 
counted up in the usual way. 

Maybe all this is in the A. P. 
S. Constitution, and maybe it isnt. 
It seems to me voting there is a 
proxy business, and I even re- 
membér rumors from my former 
Ohio residence it was sometimes 
a foxy business, Control was in 
a Board of Trustees or Gover- 
nors who usually were geographi- 
cally associated with the officers 
in power, mostly around New 
York. 

Such a set up as I have sug- 
gested would have prevented the 
unfortunate Lybarger nomination. 
Martin had not been nominated 
by other groups because they felt 
the HONOR belonged to Cleve- 
land, and Cleveland lost their 
heads because of small town in- 
ternal poiitics and muffed the 
ball. m 

No National Society should be 
so organized that viva voice nom- 
inations for officers can be made 
from the floor. The entire set up 
needs overhauling in order to in- 
terest stamp collectors in what 
should, and could, be our best na- 
tional organization. 

You are at liberty to publish 
my sentiments as an _ outsider’s 
criticism. I don’t think using my 
name would help and would rath- 
er you didn’t. I think the best 
course might be to have some 
member amplify (and correct 
where necessary) my remarks as 
his own, and try and fix up the 
situation.

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there until Friday evening, we 
were talking over old times with 
Dr, Tubman on Saturday when 
George Hahn was actively circu- 
lating the Lybarger petition ap- 
proached Dr. Tubman and asked 
him to sign the petition. Dr. Tub- 
man said, “let Linn sign it, he 
is a member of the club” and then 
Dr. Tubman asked me to sign 
for him snce he had been suffer- 
ng from a broken hand _ which 
was not in suitable condition for 
writing. 

At the same tinie, and before 
I had signed the petition I in- 
quired as to why the change 
from Martin to Lybarger and Mr. 
Hahn advised me that I had been 
misinformed, that there never 
had been any plan to nominate 
Martin, that I simply had the 
names wrong, since ‘both men 
were known as “Don.” 

I have long known both Mr. 
Lybarger and Mr. Martin and I 
have a very high respect and re- 
gard for both gentlemen. Why 
then, if I had been misinformed, 
should I not help support the 
man whom I supposed was the 
choice of the club, since one of 
the more active club members 
was circulating the petition. 

Regardless of whether the Gar- 
field-Perry Stamp Club as a club 
claims or disclaims the responsi- 
bility for the nomination the rec- 
ord in the minutes of the Fifth 
session of the Convention on 
page 104 of the published pro- 
ceedings seem to indicate that the 
Club did present the name. Mr. 
Hahn read the nomination peti- 
tion and he said, “As an officer

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STAMPS ond the FRENCH EMPIRE 


P BY S. H. NORRIS, B. A. 
In Gibbons Stamp Weekly 


Recent moves to obtain control of the French Colonies have fo- 


cused attention on these territories. 


A stamp issued by France in 


1940 in connection with the second French Colonial Exhibition de- 
picts a map of the world, with the French Empire marked distinctive- 
ly on it. This shows that the oversea possessions of France now lie 
mainly in West Africa. But the French once had an Empire in North 





America, although this was large-©® 


ly lost in the eighteenth century. 
Stamps, however, can be made to 
illustrate the story of both Em- 
pires. 

The first French colony was 
Canada, which was discovered by 
Jacques Cartier, a French sailor 
from St. Malo, in 1534. The qua- 
tercentenary of his discovery was 
marked in 1934 by the issue of one 
Canadian and two French stamps. 
His portrait also appears on the 
1 cent stamp of the Canadian set 
issued in 1908 to commemorate 
the founding of Quebec 300 years 
earlier; the 20 cent value shows his 
arrival before Quebec in 1535. 

Quebec, formerly capital of Can- 
ada, was founded in 1608 by Sam- 
uel de Champlain, one of the great 
pioneers of French rule in North 
America. He discovered Lake 
Champlain and later became Gov- 
ernor of Canada, dying at Quebec 
in 1635. His portrait, with that of 
Cartier, appears on the 1 cent 
stamp of the Quebec commem- 
oratives mentioned above; the 15 
cent stamp depicts Champlain’s 
departure for Canada, and the 5 
cent value shows his house in 
Quebec. 

French explorers’ from Canada 
reached the Gulf of Mexico via the 
Great Lakes and the Ohio and 
Mississippi Rivers; in 1680 the 
territory on both sides of these 
waterways was- claimed by 
France and named Louisiana. 

Fighting went on intermittenly 

between the French and English 
colonies in America, but in 1759 
General James Wolfe broke the 
French power in Canada by de- 
feating Montcalm at Quebec. 
” The two generals, both killed in 
the battle, appear on the 7 cent 
value of the Canadian Quebec is- 
sue of 1908. At the Treaty of Paris 
in 1763 France ceded to Britain 
Canada and the territory on the 
east bank of the Mississippi; the 
west bank was soon after ceded to 
Spain, but was returned to the 
French in 1800, to be sold three 
years later to the United States. A 
special set of American stamps 
was issued in 1904 to mark the 
centenary of the LouisTana Pur- 
chase. The French colonial Empire 
in North America now consists 
solely of the islands of St. Pierre 
and Miquelon, which lie near 
Newfoundland. 

The French once possessed many 
islands in the West Indies, such as 
St. Lucia and Grenada—familiar 
now as British colonies. But to- 
day their Empire is represented 
only by Guadeloupe and Martin- 
ique. The tercentenary of the 
French West Indies was commem- 
orated in 1935 by the issue of 
special stamps for these two 
colonies and for French Guiana. 

We must now turn to the new 
French colonial Empire. The first 
French settlement in ‘West Africa 
was established in the Senegal 
region in 1626, but for a long time 
the colonies were little more than 
Posts for the slave trade. French 
interest was roused by the explo- 
ration of Rene Caillie, who, tra- 
veling from Senegal by way of 
the Niger River, reached Timbuk- 
tu after many adventures (1828), 

and then journeyed across the 
desert to Morocco. Special stamps 
Were issued last year by the colo- 
nies of French West Africa to 
commemorate the centenary of 
Caillie’s death; they show his por- 
trait and a map of French West 
Africa, 

General Faidherbe, Governor of 
Senegal from 1854 to 1865, great- 
ly strengthened the French posi- 
tion in West Africa. He annexed 
the coastal territory to the north 
and south of the Senegal River, 
and extended French rule to the 

Dper Niger. He died in 1889. His 

at appears on the low-val-

extended French rule in the Niger 

area. In 1887-90 Captain Louis 





Gustave Binger explored the land 
between the Ivory Coast and the 
Niger River; a_ set of special 
stamps was issued in 1937 by the 
Ivory Coast to mark the fiftieth 
anniversary of this expedition. 
Binger concluded treaties with the 
native chiefs, establishing French 
protectorates over this territory. 
The Ivory Coast was made a sepa- 
rate colony in 1893, with Binger 
as first Governor. 

After a fierce struggie the na- 
tive State of Dahomey was con- 
quered in 1894. Four years later, 
the French linked up their North 
and West African territories by 
taking possession of North Central 
Sudan, and formally occupying 
the Sahara. Their West African 
possesions were completed soon af- 
ter by the establishment of a pro- 
tectorate over the Moorish tribes 
in Mauretania. 

The various administrative 
changes in French West Africa 
have their repercussions on the 
stamps of the different colonies, 
The whole area was constituted in 
1895 as French West Africa under 
the rule of a Governor-General; 
it was divided into colonies, each 
under a-Lieutenant-Governor, One 
of these divisions, French Sudan, 
was abolished in October, 1899; 
the greater part went to form a 
new division, the Senegambia and 

Niger Territories. Hence stamps 
for French . Sudan’ disappeared, 
and we find those for Senegambia 
and Niger in their place. The lat- 
ter did not remain in’ existence 
long, for in 1904 the colony of 
Upper Senegal and Niger was 
carved out of it, with consequent 
changes in the stamps. This was 
part of a complete reorganization 
of French West Africa which took 
place between 1902 and _ 1909; 
henceforth the area was divided 
into the colonies of Senegal, 
French Guinea, Ivory Coast, Da- 
homey, Mauretania and Upper 
Senegal and Niger. It is interest- 
ing to note that the stamps for 
these colonies have since been 
inscribed “Afrique Occidentale 
Francaise” in addition to the name 
of the actual colony. 

In 1919 a part of Upper Senegal 
and Niger was made a_ separate 
colony as Upper Volta, which thus 
made its philatelic debut. Two 
years later Upper Senegal and 
Niger was divided into the two 
colonies of French Sudan (an old 
name revived and the Niger Ter- 
ritory. One more change was to 
come when in 1933 Upper Volta 
disappeared, its territory being 
divided between Niger, Sudan and 
the Ivory Coast. The  philatelic 
eareer of two colonies thus came 
to an end; French Sudan reap- 
peared, and Niger came on to the 
scene for the first time. 

French Equatorial Africa, which 
has recently declared in favour 
of General de Gaulle, dates from 
1830, when Captain Bouet-Wil- 
laumez obtained for the French 
the right of residence on the Ga- 
boon estuary; stamps, with a por- 
trait of the captain, were issued 
in 1930 to mark the centenary of 
this event, Many years later (1875 
-78) Count Savorgnan de Brazza, 
portrayed on many stamps of 
Equatorial Africa, explored the 
Ogowe River; in 1880 he proceed- 
ed to explore the Congo River, 
making treaties with native chiefs, 
and extending French rule, In 
1888 the territory in this region 
was constituted as the colony of 
French Congo, with de Brazza as 
Commissioner-General—an office 
which held until 1898. Stamps 
which had already been issued for 
Gaboon were temporarily super- 
seded by those inscribed “Congo 
Francais.” 

Meanwhile other Frenchmen 
were exploring the Oubangai Ri- 
ver; one of them, Paul Crampel, 
pushed forward up the Chari Ri- 
ver, but was killed by natives in 
1891. Soon after, another explorer, 
Emilie Gentil, sailed up the Chari 
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At the height of her glory, France held an International Expo- 
sition in Paris in 1937. Special sets of six stamps were issued for 
the various Colonies, that for French India, being illustrated. 
Other sets were of the same design for different colonies, 





to Lake Tchad. Both Crampel and 
Gentil have appeared on stamps 
recently issued by French Equa- 
torial Africa. 

The colony of French Congo was 
reorganized in 1904. The whole 
area was placed under a Gover- 
nor-General and was divided into 
the colonies of Gaboon and Middle 
Congo, and the military territories 
of Oubangai-Chari and Tchad. As 
a result the stamps of French Con- 
go were replaced by separate is- 
sues for Gaboon and Middle Con- 
go, the latter being also used for 
some years in Oubangai-Chari and 
Tchad. Gentil was the first Gov- 
ernor of French Congo under the 
new scheme, resigning in 1908. 

In 1910 the name of the area 
was changed frou: French Congo 
to French Equatorial Africa, A 
combined issue for Oubangai-Cha- 
ri-Tchad made its appearance in 
1916, the stamps of the Middle 
Congo being overprinted for the 
purpose, Four years later, how- 
ever, this territory was divided 
into the two colonies of Oubangui- 
Chari and Tchad, and stamps of 
the Middle Congo were over- 
printed accordingly. The separate 
issues for Gaboon, Middle Congo, 
Oubangui-Chari and Tchad heve 
since been superseded by a com- 
mon issue for the whole of French 
Equatorial Africa. 

The first French possession in 
North Africa was Algiers. As a 
result of insults offered to their 
envoy by the Dey of Algiers the 
French in 1830 invaded the coun- 
try and soon captured Algiers. The 
centenary of this event was mark- 
ed by the issue of one French 
stamp and a whole set for Algeria. 
By 1848 the French had conquered 
all Algeria, which was declared 
French territory and divided into 
three departments. 


Last year Algeria issued an in- 
teresting set of stamps in aid of 
the Sahara Pioneers’ Fund. These 
stamps, all of one design, show 
Caillie, Lavigerie and Duveyrier. 
The explorations of Rene Caillie 
have already been’ described. 
Cardinal Lavigerie founded the 
Mission of White Fathers to con- 
vert the African natives; they 
settled in Algeria anc Tunis and 
also in West Africa, Duveyrier 
made important journeys into the 
Sahara and gathered much infor- 
mation about the Tuareg tribes. 

Tunis was not acquired until 
1881. In that year the French, in- 
vading Tunisia on a somewhat 
flimsy excuse, forced the Bey to 
accept French protection. 

In 1904 the British recognized 
Morocco as a French sphere of in- 
fluence. Germany, however, was 
hostile; but in 1911 she recognized 
a French protectorate over Mo- 
rocco in return for territorial 
compensation in the Cameroons, 
Soon after we find the Moroccan 
stamps overprinted “Protectorat 
Francais”. In 1912 Marshal Lyau- 
tey was sent to Morocco as Resi- 
dent-general to restore order. Dur- 
ing his term of office, which last- 








ed until 1923, he pacified the 
country and developed its resour- 
ces. A portrait of Lyautey appears 
on a set of stamps issued in 1935 
in connection with a Memorial 
Fund. 

The only French colony in East 
Africa, the Somali Coast, began 
in 1862 with the purchase from 
a native chief of the Bay of 
Obock, which was not, however, 
properly occupied until 1883. La- 
garde, who became Governor of 
Obock in 1887—see his portrait on 
the stamps of the Somali Coast 
issued in 1939—greatly developed 
the colony; he founded the port of 
duced the Emperor Menelik of 
Djibouti in 1888, and later he in- 
Abyssinia to agree to the Djibouti- 
Addis Ababa railway. Separate 
stamps were at first issued for 
Obock and Djibouti, but in 1902 
they were superseded by a com- 
mon issue for French Somaliland, 


The French first established a 
settlement in Madagascar about 
1640, but little progress was made 
until the last century. Ranavalona, 
Queen of Madagascar from 1828 
to 1861, regarded all foreigners 
with hostility, but a French sailor, 
named Jean Laborde, won her 
favour. On her death, he became 
French Consul, dying in 1878, His 
portrait appears on stamps issued 
in 1938 to mark the sixtieth anni- 
versary of his death, 

As a result of the war of 1883- 
86 the French established them- 
selves on Diego Suarez Bay, and 
soon after they took the Comora 


Islands under their protection. 
After a second war Madagascar 
was annexed by the French 


(1896). The first Governor, Gen- 
eral Gallieni, completed the sub- 
jugation of the island and devel- 
oped its economic resources, re- 
signing in 1905; he distinguished 
himself later at the Battle of the 
Marne in 1914. He has been hon- 
oured philatelically by Madagas- 
car—see also the French War 
Charities stamps issued recently. 





Separate stamps were at first 
issued for the different French 
settlements in Madagascar, such 
as Diego Suarez and  Nossi-Be, 
but with the conquest of the ise 
land, these were replaced by a 
general issue. Some of the Comoro 
Islands—Anjouan, Grand Comoro, 
Mayotte and Moheli—also had 
their own stamps for a time, but 
when the islands were incorpor- 
ated with the coleny of Madagas- 
car their separate stamps ceased, 

French Indo-China originally 
consisted of five distinct parts— 
Cochin-China, and the protecto- 
rates of Annam, Cambodia, Tong- 
king and Laos; but in 1887, the 
Governor-General of Indo-China 
was appointed to administer the 
whole area, President Paul Dou- 
mer of France (who was murder- 
ed in 1932) governed Indo-China 
from 1897 to 1902; he has appeared 
on the stamps of both France and 
Indo-China, 

Of the French possessions in the 
Southern Pacific, New Caledonia 
was acquired in 1853; the Wallis 
and Futuna Islands, formerly a 
dependency, became a_ separate 
colony in 1917 and now have their 
own stamps. The New Hebrides 
are administered jointly by the 
British and French, both nations 
issuing stamps for the islands, 
Tahiti formerly had its own 
stamps, but now uses an _ issue 
common to all the Oceanic Set- 
tlements. 

In conclusion, mention must be 
made of the territories ruled by 
the French under League of Na- 
tions Mandate. Toga and Came- 
roons, in Africa, were formerly 
German colonies. Syria (includ- 
ing the Alouites or Latakia, which 
at first had separate stamps) and 
Great Lebanon originally belonged 
to Turkey, and are now semi-in- 
dependent republics,

KILLING THE GOOSE THAT LAYS THE GOLDEN EGG 
To better explain the remarks we wish to make here, we are 
quoting a portion of a letter just received from what we presume 
to be a new or beginning collector. The letter comes from Phila- 
delphia and certainly there should be some source in a city of this 
size where the writer could get advice and information that would 
guide him rightly, yet many such letters have come to our office in 
years past. The letter starts off with enclosing a subscripion to 
our paper, indicating an interest on the part of the writer and lead- 
ing to the belief that the writer expects and hopes to become an 
active stamp collector, yet is discouraged and led to question the advis- 
ability of continuing to follow he hobby. 
there are hundreds who have this same experience 
and og tag how many good stamp customers are discouraged 
and ruined by their early experiences with misguided people who 
pose as stamp dealer and in this instance the dealer complained of 
is one who is reputed to employ over 100 persons in the operation 
of a business that is based almost wholly on sales to beginners, sales 
made and built up principally on the so called unsolitited approval 
business, ; 

Let us quote from this letter first and then continue with our 
waa “J received approvals from the M--- S--= Co. of ---. 
They sent me a cancelled set of 22 var, of Tannou Touva, They are 
listed in Scotts Cat. as never been postally used. I sent same to Scott 
for information on cancels. They informed me that the cancels had 
been made to order. The worst of it is they wanted 75c for the set. 
I think something should be done about the sale of stamps like this. 
I always was of the idea that the stamp game was on the up and up. 
If dealers are allowed to put this kind of stuff on the market a lot 
of people will lose faith in their belief.” 

In recent months the American Philatelic Society, in its ambi- 
tion to do something spectacular, has invited several stamp dealers 
to “get out” of the society, We happen to know this to be a fact in 
several instances and in some of them we hold the belief that the 
dealers concerned have been far above the class as referred to in 
the above letter, we mean that although these dealers have _been 
in the habit of sending unsolicited approvals, they also maintain an 
advanced business that caters to the better grade collector and hold 
an interest in building up real collectors rather than taking the 
nickles from the beginner and never caring whether this individual 
becomes a future philatelist or not- 

While we recognize the fact that unsolicited approvals are pro- 
bably not the most proper way to exploit ones’ business, we will 
maintain that the practice, if done in a decent manner is one 
that can and will build future philatelists. It is claimed to be an 
abuse, but if done in a decent manner is of far less harm than many 
other things that could be more readily cleared up. The greatest 
abuse about unsolicited approvals is the abuse of that act. If a 
dealer sends unsolicited approvals and will stick firmly to clean and 
legitimate methods in the act, sending only recognized stamps, de- 
cent copies at decent prices, he is doing an act that can lead to much 
benefit for: the hobby. The experienced dealer who practices this 
method is usually well enough acquainted with his business that 
he does not send such material to names that sound judgement 
should tell him, are advanced and experienced collectors, It is only 
the type that are set up in business with these $5 and $10 and $25 
dealer stocks that make the mistake of mailing unsolicited approvals 
to new applicants for membership in the APS and such other or- 
ganizations, i 

It is the dealer who devotes his entire business to the unsolicited 
approval trade, who thinks nothing of sticking on his sheets any- 
thing that has perforated edges and may look like a postage stamp, 
that is to be condenmed. If this dealer would be decent enough to 
make it a rule of his business that every stamp on his sheets is a 
recognized and legitimate issue, that every stamp is priced fairly, 
that stamps are in good collector condition, then the dealer would 
in our estimation be doing a service to our hobby, for certainly an 
unsolicited approval if first sent wth return postage, as most of 
them are by dealers who have a decent respect for fair dealing, we 
can see no sound reason +o condem this practice any more than we 
can condemn the door knob twisting of unsolicited salesmen for 
any line of business, turning the knob of our office and expecting to 
get a few minutes of our time in trying to sell us an unexpurgated 
edition of Dr. Eilots Five Foot Book Shelf. 

Let the APS strike at the source of this trash. It is first the 
wholesale dealers who market this material. Why not make a list 
of this trash, print a list in the American Philatelist and print a list 
of the wholesalers who are filling the market with trash of this type 
and demand that they discontinue the practice. Better still, let us go 
farther, let us set up a pledge for respectable stamp dealers to ad- 
here to. Let us ask dealers to sign a pledge that in their stamp deal- 
ing they will offer for sale nothing but fully recognized issues. 

Most wholesale catalogues are littered with questionable ma- 
terial and certainly there are plenty of real stamps without stooping 
to tref*’'- ‘» the tr-~h that is so frequestly offered, 


The matter should however rest with the dealer who should use 
every effort to lead these new collectors along the right path by 
offering them only recognized and legitimate issues, leaving the 
questionable item for sale to those collectors when their own ex- 
perience and judgement will be sufficient to guide them in their 
purchase of such material, for experienced collectors who become 
interested in the countries from which such trash does come, will 
want such material as a part of any thorough collection and showing 
of the stamps of such countries. 


After all, nothing can cleanse the stamp business so thoroughly

Since mentioning in this col- 
umn a few weeks ago a desire to 
learn more about Canada’s free 
mail, I have received a group of 
free covers showing the various 
postal markings used on O. H. M. 
S. mail. Primarily my interest lies 
in the departmental permits, but 
I found all the varieties worth 
a study. 


These permits do not have 
numbers like those in the United 
States, for in the space to the 
right of the town circle is the 
name of the official who is allow- 
ed this special privilege. There 
are two quite common permits, 
one of which is John A, Sullivan 
from the Canada post office and 
the other is “Edmond Cloutier, 
King’s Printer, Imprimeur Du 
Rois.” There are two types of 
the Sullivan permit, the former 
type has four wavy lines with 
“Official—Free” between them 
and the signature below and the 
newer type has two straight lines 
with ‘“Free—Franco” between 
them and the signature beneath. 
In May 1940 and some months 
afterwards, J. V. Patenaude’s 
name appeared as King’s Printer. 
Other permits include “P, E. 
Woodhouse, Deputy Minister De- 
partment of Pensions & National 
Health” and “C. H. Bland, Chair- 
man Civil Service Commission of 
Canada.” A still different variety 
of permit is the type which has 
“Official Free’ with a broken 
line between these words instead 
of two short dashes s ‘1 this ap- 
pears from the Department of 
Transport with “V. I. Smart’s” 
name on it and “C, P. Edwards” 
at a later date. The Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics permit omits 
the lines to the right of the town 
circle and uses just the signature 
as “L. D. Wilgress.” A similar 
one bears the name of “S. T. 
Wood” as “Commissioner R. C. 
M. Police.” 

The modernistic meter of the 
140000series which corresponds 
to our KK type is also used on 
free mail with the signature to 
the right of the meter in the case 
of “The de Carteret Air Service.” 
There is no postage required so 
the indicia shows .00 postage. The 
Director of Public Information 
uses meter 140284 with the official 
signature practically illegible. 
Some of the, other types of free 
covers bear rubber stamp sig- 
natures in upper right hand cor- 
ner while some have the actual 
signature much .as our free sold- 
ier’s mail. There are round can- 
cellations like ‘‘Department of the 
Interior Free H. H. Rowatt AM 
My 27-33 Free” and ‘House of 
Commons Chamber des Com- 
munes Free Franco.” My thanks 
go to A. B. McNeill of Victoria, 
British Columbia for this free 
free material.

Last week I had an illustration 
of what happens when the “pres- 
sure” is off of certain items. I 
bought a 13c Apple Green precan- 
celled Aberdeen S. D. U 3 type 
for 12c, This was in a book and 
offered by a collector who knew 
what he was doing but in order to 
readily move the material he 
priced it at such figures. Time was 
when this’ particular stamp 
brought perhaps 25c when a used 
copy would do well to bring a 
nickel, now any ordinary used 
copy brings 25c and precancelled 
often less. This does not mean 
that the stamps precancelled are 
more common but just that the 
collectors are going after other 
things. After every flurry the old 
good stuff returns to its own and 
if you can pick up nice B copies 
of 13c apple greens at 12 to 1l5c 
I think you will be making a good 
investment.

U.S. May Augment Air 
Pick-Up System By Use 
Of New Glider Planes 


With the curtailing in regular 
air-mail routes throughout the 
country, due to the fact that a 
majority of the planes that have 
been operating them have been 
taken over by the national de- 
fense egencies, there is a strong 
possibility that the nation may 
soon enjoy a complete system of 
pick-up air-mail lines, at present 
operated in several of the States 
by All American Aviation, Inc., 
of Wilmington, Del. 

All American Aviation can use 
single-engine equipment, and its 
planes are not of sufficient size 
to be used as cargo carriers, now 
required by the War Depart- 
ment. In addition All American 
planes do not transport passen- 
gers. Single-engine planes, not 
wanted by our national defense 
forces, are available for opera- 
ting the very mail service car- 
ried on by All American Avia- 
tion, and this fact will no doubt 
prove of the greatest advantage 
in All American securing what- 
ever equipment it may desire in 
carrying on its. pick-up air- 
mail service. 

At present All American Avia- 
tion operates in six states: West 
Virginia, Pennsylvania, New 
York, Delaware, Ohio and Ken- 
tucky, covering 112 communi- 
ties. The number of towns is 
almost one-half those served by 
all the trunk air lines together. 
The routes cover 1,386 miles, and 
service is provided on two daily 
schedules. 

There are pending before the 
Civil Aeronautics Board applica- 
tions from All American Avia- 
tion to establish similar pick-up 
routes in twenty-six additional 
Statesp which would serve 1,400 
contmunities without air service 
at present, and would add about 
25,000 route-miles to the exist- 
ing air-line system.

America’s First College 
Sport Is Neglected On 
World's Posfage Stamps 





By David Lidman 

The World Series is over, base- 
ball has sung its swan song for 
1942, and now King Winter is 
taking the reigns of sport. We 
have football, and soon there will 
come soccer, ice skating, skiing 
and sledding. Throughout the 
world—from ancient days to mod- 
ern times—men and women have 
been displaying their talents as 
athletes, no matter the season. 
And the nations of the world 
have marked these activities with 
postage stamps. 

Collecting stamps portraying 
sports or sporting and athletic 
events is especially interesting. 
The stamps, generally, are not 
too highly priced, and are among 
philately’s outstanding pictorial 
exhibitions, many being of strik- 
ing design and color, 

U. S. Football Excepted. 

About every subject of sports 
nature has been pictured. One ma- 
jor exception is American foot- 
ball. Socer football has been 
noted often, but in the only 
country where “T’? means some- 
thing beside a letter in the alph- 
abet, no notice has been taken 
philatelically, 

The United States has issued 
stamps portrayiug sports, the la- 
test in 1939 to mark a century of 
baseball. Some seven years ear- 
lier, for the 10th Olympiad, 
stamps were issued for the win- 
ter sports at Lake Placid and the 
outdoor games at Los’ An- 
geles. Hunters have their duck 
stamps, but basketball and Izaak 
Walton’s followers have been 
placed in the saem category as 
football—forgotten. 

The first stamps issued in com- 
memoration of a sports event were 
the series by Greece in 1896 for 
the revival of the Olympic Games 
in Athens. 

Throughout the Americas there 
have been international events, 
too, Olympic Games on a some- 
what smaller scale, and _ these 
meetings have been marked by 
the host nation’s post office. 
Subjects Widely Varied. 

The subjects are many: arch- 
ery, stadia, athletes, victory sym- 
bols, automobile racing, baseball, 
basketball (which is one of the 
popular sports in Europe), bicy- 
cling, bobsledding, boxing, bull- 
fighting camping, ancient chariot 
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racing, equestrian sports, fenc- 
ing, the various track and field 
events, the flag game (popular in 
Switzerland) gymuiastics, hiking, 
horse racing, hunting curling, 
motorcycling, mountain climbing 
physical culture, rowing, ice skat- 
ing, skiing, soccer football, the 
sokols of Central Europe, water 
sports, including swimming and 
yachting; tennis, wrestling and 
even a tug of war. —Chicago Sun,

This issue is found on two dis- 
tinct papers and in several per- 
forations. 

The first issues of the Revenue 
Stamps of Canada were general 
issues for the entire Dominion, 
but in the same year, 1864 Law 
Stamps for the Proviences of On- 
tario and Quebec were also _is- 
sued, both issues being prepared 
by the American Bank Note Com- 
pany of New York. 

The plates in the front of the 
catalogue illustrate almost 100 
different types or varieties of de- 
sign and the issues of later years 
as well as many of the early ones 
are beautiful examples of en- 
graving. 

A sizeable and very attractive 
collection can be built at a mod- 
erate cost, yet on the other hand, 
the issues abound in _ varieties 
which are listed at substantial 
figures indicating that the watch- 
ful and studious collector may 
find much of value in cheaply ac- 
quired lots of the stamps. 


Revenue Stamps is the result of 
years of study and research by 
the members of the society and a 
final compilation by Mr. E, A. 
Odell. The result was then edited 
and arranged for production by 
Mr. French.
